Another bill,by Judge Poland, of Vermont 


requires that the President shall] designate 
some Circuit Court, in which tho Attorney 
General shall file a bill m equity for the whole 
amount, the holders of claims to appear as 
dgfendaqta w thin sis monUis orlbe forever 
birred. Any cUlm over $5,000] disallowed 
rcay be appea td to the Supreme|Court, and 
Ihe l_mted States may also appeal against al- 
lowance , such appeals to take precedence in 
tho Snpreme Court.

The bill presented by General I Butler radi- 


cally differs from either of the* others.

makes Congress the judge ot the classes of 
claims io be admitted, explicitly sets forth the 
law which is to govern the adjudication ol 
claims, and devolves upon the United States 
Circuit Courts flse duty of hearing and decid- 
ing upon the evidence of claims coming with- 
in the admitted classes.

cargoes destroyed by a cruiser for whose acts 
the arbitrators foundGieat Britain liable, and 
for the value of such ships and cargoes, their 
outfits, wages paid to seamen, and for freights 
actually earned andi lost by the capture. 


Second—To the officers and crews of ves- 


sels captured Tor their personal property when 
not insured, and for wages, earned and un- 
paid, damages sastalned by detention, and 
amounts expended hi returning borne 


Third—Wh4re the owners, officers, or sea 


men of such Vessels' were insured for. Jess
